"Most of us have a certain heavi- 


ness of heart we can't shake off," I 
replied. 


"I don't know ho wother people are. 


I've .often wondered," she said. "I 
hope everyone isn't like me. Ever 
since I was a little girl I have had a 
dread of something. I can't tell what 
it is. Maybe I'm what they call a 
moral coward. Perhaps I can't lace 
life. But really I never enjoy any- 
thing. No matter how happy I ought 
to be—no matter what's going on, a 
party, or new clothes or—or spring. 
I have a heavy heart. I know I am 
abnormal for some reason or other!" 


Rare or Common? 


I had my doubts about that and said 


so. Is she really abnormal, this un- 
happy young person who cannot seem 
to find unadulterated joy in anything 
she does? On the contrary, if the 
truth were known, I believe she is 
more common than uncommon. I be- 
lieve there are thousands of adults 
and children who cannot shake off 
this feeling of dread, or heaviness, no 
matter what happens. 


Psychologists tell us that it is a 


hangover from those eons when man 
lived in constant terror of his life. 
Perhaps. But do all wild animals live 
with dread in their hearts? Aren't the 
forest birds happy even when they 
sing, ' Is there always the shadow of 
the imaginary hawk or " eagle over 
their their lives? 


Shocks of Childhood 


I cannot think so. Weariness and 


sudden alarm cannot be classed with 
this utter terror of living.* They are 
different things altogether. 


Again it may be caused by extreme 


ego, where introspection is daily habit 
and the world rotates around self. Us- 
1 ually the introvert; is not happy. The 
' sensitive soul can never forget himself 
and ever imagines trouble—he really 
. jumps ahead to seize it and bring it 
' to his heart 


But I cannot believe this is the an- 


swer either. I believe it lies outside 
of either personality or heredity. I 
believe 't is the result of a succession 
of shocks in early childhood. 


It is fear in its most errible form. 


Books tell us that we are born with 


certain indescribable fears including 
that of death. 


Don't Frighten Children 


It proves no point particularly con- 


cerning these terror-ridden people. It 
is hardly conceivable that some would 
have it in such an exaggerated sense 
while others never know what i' 
means at all. 


A little child frightened of his fath- 


er may develop a perpetual terror, oi 
too frequently frightened by thing; 
he doesn't understand and forced tt 
face them. I thing it is more likely 
to be something he has to live with 
than the occasional fright of a storm 
or an animal or the dark. Deep im- 
pressions are caused by repetition. 


j This is why I think it important 
! that early childhood be happy. Happy, 
simple, quiet, normal, uncomplicated 


I and free of excitement. We never 
' know what Frankenstein 
is being 


formed in embryo in small hearts t' 
rise and haunt them later. 


The capacity for happiness in later 


life depends on a contented childhood

Eyesi 


One Eye Begat. Failing at 


33—He Wai Blind at 


Age of 46

The great poet, Milton, 'writer of 


"Paradise Lost," was blind during 
much of his lifetime This blindness 
is, no doubt .associated largely with 
the nature of his writings and with 
his philosophy of life There have 
been mnny considerations of the char 
acter of his blindness, and this moVed 
Dr. William K. Wilmer of the great 
ophthalmologic institue which bears 
his name to make an analysis of pub- 
lished writings concerning reasons for 
the loss of Milton's sight 


The father of John Milton died at 


34 years of age, and read without 
glasses all his life. His mother ''died 
it '65, and it was reported thai ,she 
had wonk eyes and uses spectacles af- 
or she was 30 years old. Jn his early, 
youth the boy suffered from digestive 
disturbances and later In life from 
gout. 


His eyes were naturally weak and

lis twelfth year on he abused his 
eyesight, reading until midnight with

The poet was bom in 1608. About 


641, when he was 33 years of age, he

nset of the disease in the left eye, 
lie right eye became affected, and by 
654 that eye admitted only a tiny 
peck of -light.

makes no record of such symptoms 
ay and night. 
Except for his failing vision, indi- 
estion an dgout, Milton seems to 
ave had good general health; It is 
ossible that he suffered with a ten-" 
ency to nearsightedness. Both his 
ather and mother were nearsighted. 
Weakness of his eyes may have beet) 
ssociated with inflammation' of U}e 
lens and with eyestrain from overuse;, 
perhaps also with uncorrectcd errors 
of vision. 


It seems hardly likely that he suf- 


fered from cataract, because it does 
not accord with the general history 
of his case and there is no record that 
any of his friends observed a grayness 
of the pupils of his eyes. 


Dr. Wilmer is inclined to believe that 


Milton sufered with nearsightedness 
complicated by glaucoma. Glaucoma 
is the cause of one per cent of dis- 
turbances of the eyes. It occurs at 
all ages, increasing with every decade 
of life after 30. In this condition, 
there is a tendency to increased pres- 
sure within the eye due to interfer- 
ence with the mechanism of drainage, 
of fluid from the eye. The fact that 
Milton had.gout would seem to pre- 
dispose toward glaucoma, and ce^ain- 
ly the overuse of his eyes might have 
been a factor.

LITTLE ROCK—Declaring 


that efforts to discredit art act

••Hed a statement Thursday 
defending the 1933 pre-audit 
law against criticism of State 
Auditor J. Oscar Humphrey, 
who told newspaper men that 
forgeries discovered- after- a 
book of 25 voucher-warrants 
had been stolen from a safe in 
the penitentiary office 
at 


Tucker state prison farm re- 
sulted from the new system 
of handling vouchers and war- 
rants. 


Mr. Humphrey said he never had 


heard of a forged state warant before 
the pro-audit law was passed. 


"Under the old law all blank state 


warrants were kept in n safe in the 
auditor's office, but under the pre- 
;,uuit law, the disbursing agent of each 
department and institution keeps the 
blank warrants," Mr. Humphrey said. 
"Instead of the state, auditor being 
responsible. for the warants, the re- 
sponsibility has been placed on a 
.Couple o^.l^imkcd flishtuxioe-««ent3, 
i which increases the opportunities for 


theft or misuse of the warrants," 


Refreshes Auditor's Memory 


Answering Mr. Humphrey's state- 


ment, Mr. Smith said responsibility is 
exactly where it was before the pre- 
audit law was passed and added that 
in 1931 "warrants were issued by the 
present state auditor on forged vouch- 
ers in the aggregate sum of $503.40 of 
which ?362 still remains uncollccted."

ihway vouchers said to have been 
ilen from a highway district office. 


'Some of the vouchers never were re- 
covered but worants were issued by 
the state auditor on nine of the vouch- 
ers 'and the warrants Were cashed at 
the state treasurer's office.

Sir 
Humphrey Rolleston has said that its 
main value is in an emergency, and as 
a temporary remedy for stimulation, 
and occasionally to induce sleep.

of artificial euphoria, or feeling Of 
well-being. 


An elderly person, for example," is 


convalescing from a mild cold, or per. 
haps influenza. He .is old and tired. 
Where the person in good, health is. 
unaware of his bodily functions, the 
old person who is recovering from a 
minor illness is conscious of many 
mild disturbances. He is likely to be 
depressed and miserable in mind and 
body; he has no appetite and does 
not care about things. 


True, such a person may be greatly 


improved by taking vitamins and iron, 
and a suitable diet, but a small dose 
of alcohol in some 
agreeable form 


gives him a different outlook on life> 


His miseries concern him less. He is 


likely to be improved in appetite and 
to have in his body the will toward 
recovery, rather than the lackadaisical 
attitude mentioned.

Walsh, president of the John Day 
Company, publishers, "Mrs. Buck has 
regarded herself as a novelist first, a 
missionary second. She was an un- 
paid missionary, in the first place. 
She taught English in China, but two 
or three years ago, she droped that 
work, too. 


"This resignation will make no dif- 


ference in her life in China. It is just 
a formality, that's all." 


Pearl Buck remains today an enig- 


ma to the American public that ap- 
paluded her "The Good Eatrh." She 
never has given her opinions on mar- 
riage, divorce, the younger generation 
and prohibition. 


She wrote Mr. Walsh:

Alcohol in .the'treatment of disease 


may be beneficial, useless or harm- 
ful, according to the manner in which 
it is used, and according to the type 
of case in Which it is prescribed. Sir 
Humphrey Rolleston has said that its 
main value is in an emergency, and as 
a temporary remedy for stimulation, 
and occasionally to induce sleep. 


Dr. Roger I. Lee has spoken of its 


uhief use as the creation of a state 
of artificial euphoria, or feeling Of 
well-being. 


An elderly person, for example," is 


convalescing from a mild cold, or per. 
haps influenza. He .is old and tired. 
Where the person in good, health is. 
unaware of his bodily functions, the 
old person who is recovering from a 
minor illness is conscious of many 
mild disturbances. He is likely to be 
depressed and miserable in mind and 
body; he has no appetite and does 
not care about things. 


True, such a person may be greatly 


improved by taking vitamins and iron, 
and a suitable diet, but a small dose 
of alcohol in some 
agreeable form 


gives him a different outlook on life> 


His miseries concern him less. He is 


likely to be improved in appetite and 
to have in his body the will toward 
recovery, rather than the lackadaisical 
attitude mentioned.

> Although she has. been forced to re- 
sign as a missionary because. of her 
liberal views, she has preserved that 
philosophical.calm..whicb.jshe acquir- 
ed in the Eastern, world..

As son as news of her break with 


the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions was published, through her 
publishers, she sent a message that 
she has rertcated nothing as to her 
beliefs, her writings or speeches—and 
that she will go about her business in 
China as usual. 


"For 
some time," 
said 
Richard 


Walsh, president of the John Day 
Company, publishers, "Mrs. Buck has 
regarded herself as a novelist first, a 
missionary second. She was an un- 
paid missionary, in the first place. 
She taught English in China, but two 
or three years ago, she droped that 
work, too. 


"This resignation will make no dif- 


ference in her life in China. It is just 
a formality, that's all." 


Pearl Buck remains today an enig- 


ma to the American public that ap- 
paluded her "The Good Eatrh." She 
never has given her opinions on mar- 
riage, divorce, the younger generation 
and prohibition. 


She wrote Mr. Walsh: 
"I would like to be known not for 


myself, but for my books. The Chi- 
nese are very sensible about this. 
They take the artist as important only 
because of his art, and are not inter- 
ested in the personality of the art- 
ist."

NO EXPENSE MONEY 


Although Counties Elect 
Delegates, Total .State 
Vote Binds Convention 


LITTLE ROCK— (/P) —The 
honor of paying their own ex- 
penses to a convention here 
in which they will have no 
(.voice thus far has attracted 
•few candidates for delegates 
to the August 1st convention 
to cast this state's vote for or 
against repeal of the Eigh- 
teenth amendment. 


Reports show that In not more than 


two or three counties have candidates 
for delegates in the July 18 prohibition 
referendum qualified through the fil- 
ing of petitions with the county clerk, 
bearing signatures of 100 or more 
qualified electors of the county. 


May File Any Time 


There's still plenty of time left, as 


the act of the 1933 legislature calling 
the election and convention fixes no 
final date for'filing. Thus candidates 
apparently may file up to the time 
the ballots' are printed. 


Although the act requires that can- 


didates must file pledges with their 
petitions stating they arc for or against 
repeal, there is no limit on the num- 
ber of candidates that may file. 


The candidate receiving the highest 


number of votes in each county gets 
the ttfp^to .the .conventipnr-an!.pays 
his own expenses. The act made no 
provision for paying expenses of the 
delegates. 


After, they get here, they will have 


no voice in the convention us it is 
bound to cast the 75 votes as a unit 
either for or against the proposed 
Twqnty-First 
ameendment to 
the 


twenty-first amendment to the United 
States constitution which would re- 
peal 
the 
Eighteenth 
(prohibition) 


imendment. 
Whether the convention votes for 


or against ratifying tho new amend- 
ment depends upon the totnl vote in 
the state cast on tho question of re- 
peal. 


Although the names of the candi- 


dates and whether they arc for or 
against repeal will appear on the bal- 
lots, the vote on these count nothing 
so far as determining what Arkansas 
is to do about repeal. That merely 
determines who gets to"make the trip 
to the Little Rock convention. 


Depends on Total Vote 


What counts is the vole on the qucs 


tion which will appear also on the 
ballot in this form: " 


"For repeal of the 18th amendment." 
"Against repeal of the 18th amend-

After the July 18th election, the

a talk on agriculture and its relation 
to society and government. 


"We have been promised that we 


would have a prosperity for all our 
farmers, by politicians, for all the 
years of my life, and no doubt before 
then," said Mr. Atkins. 


"Business and industrial conditions 


depend on whether the farmer can 
buy the thinks he needs, and its time 
we faced the facts ox present-day con- 
ditions," he continued. 


Concentration of Wealth 


"It was under-consumption and not 


over-production 'which brought the 
economic distress, since farmers are 
producing less than in former years. 
When our people face the facts and 
exercise their duties of citizenship by 
[becoming, well-informed on questions 
of government, they can demand of 
government some-plans of .economics 
which will bring farming a greater 
share of the weajth of the nation, 
now concentrated in the hands of a 
few. Two per cent of our people con- 
trol 60 per cent of our wealth, and 
this is one of the troubles of the 
present order."

WASHINGTON.—(^-Arkansas ex-' 


ports—chiefly cotton—in 1932 were val- 
ued at $1,590,365 more than in 1931, 
the statistical division of the depart- 
ment of commerce announced today. 


The 1932 exports were valued at 


$10,248,110 as compared with $8,657,745 
in 1931, an increase of about 18 per 
cent over the previous year which was 
accounted for chiefly by heavier for- 
eign sales of unmanufactured cotton. 


Unmanufactured cotton and linters 


exported last year was valued at 
$8,228,911 as compared with $5,148,429 
in the preceding year. Linters ac- 
counted for $31,440 of the 1932 volume. 


A sharp drop in the value of lum- 


ber exports was shown. The value of 
exports of boards, planks and scant- 
lings last year was $540,326, compared

Saturday Brings Alabama 


South Carolina Death 


List to 40 


BIRMINGHAM, 
Ala.- & -Spring 


storms wreaking destruction from the 
Mississippi valley to the Atlantic sea- 
board left 40 known dead in their 
wake Saturday and raised to nearly 
200 the total of lives taken by South- 
ern tornadoes since March. 


Friday's twisters killed 22 in Ala- 


bama and 18 in South Carolina. 


The death toll of the South Caro- 


lina tornado reached 18 when three 
injured persons succumbed at an An- 
derson, S. C., hospital Saturday. 


Torrential rains followed the storm's 


path, and threatened serious damage 
in the Mississippi delta, where rivers 
already were swollen. The fall of the 
Tallahatche river, which has 
been 


flooding for several weeks, was check- 
ed by the deluge. Highways were 
awash. Three feet of water stood in 
sections of Water Valley, Miss. 


It was the second major Southern 


storm this week and the fourth since 
the middle of March. The death toll, 
in the series of tornadoes exceeds 170. 


The National Red Cross in Wash- 


ington said five disaster relief work- 
ers had been sent to Helena. It was 
virtually demolished. 


The wind passed over Anderson, S. 


C., and dipped at Belton, 10 'miles 
away. Many houses were demolished 
and several score persons were hurt.
